EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

interview with Jae Park on 03/01/2010. During the Examiner's initiated interview (where no 
prior art was discussed) it was decided that the independent claim would be amended as 
hereinbelow to obviate rejections under 1 12, 2nd paragraph. 

2. The application has been amended as follows: 

• Claims 1-6, 13, 15-19, and 22-26 have been canceled. 

• Claim 42 has been amended as follows: 

42. (Currently amended) An underwater discharge core comprises: 
a frame having a rectangular opening, 

a first platinum plated mesh with a plurality of horizontal strip bars and a plurality of 
horizontal strip liners made of plated conductive material for mounting on said frame to allow 
water flow, and 

a second platinum plated mesh with a plurality of vertical strip bars and a plurality of vertical 
strip liners made of plated conductive material for mounting opposite to said first platinum plated 
mesh on said frame and allowing water flow, 
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wherein the plurality of horizontal strip bars are respectively each coupled with both right 
and left edges of the first platinum plated mesh along an X-axis direction while being spaced 
apart from each other, and the plurality of horizontal strip liners are formed on disposed upon the 
plurality of horizontal strip bars, and 

wherein the plurality of vertical strip bars are respectively each coupled with both top and 
bottom edges of the second platinum plated mesh along a Y-axis direction while being spaced 
apart from each other, and the plurality vertical strip liners are formed on disposed upon the 
plurality of the vertical strip bars. 

• Abstract, last line, "System" has been replaced with "system". 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• The closest cited art — '632 and Moriguchi — fail to anticipate or render obvious, alone or in 
any proper combination, the plurality of horizontal strip bars each being coupled with both 
right and left edges of the first platinum plated mesh along an X-axis direction while being 
spaced apart from each other, and the plurality of horizontal strip liners being disposed upon 
the plurality of horizontal strip bars (and similarly the vertical strip bars in the last 4 lines of 
the claim)-- in combination with all the other limitations of claim 42. 

• The drawings filed 7-1-2009 have been approved. 

• The nonelected claims without traverse have been canceled.
